Description of theKRimball. 

MAGNIFICENT HOTEL IN THE COUNTRY 

FULLY DESCRIBED, 

Pictures speak piainer than words. On this 
page eppears a perfect likeness of the great hotel, 
and a glance thereat would tell the story with 
greater force than could whole columns of THE 
CORSTITUTION. AS Will be notieed, the architect- 
ure isa mixture of the old Dutch, the Renals- 
sanece and the Queen Anne style. It is very much 
broken, and the observer never fails to see some 
new point of interest from whatever 
view he may behold it, and 
yet every part is in perfect harmony with every 
other pari, and the whole combined makes one of 
the grandest buildings in this country. While 
the old Kimball wes universally admired for its 
beauty and imposing appearance the present 
honse,contains all the advances of modern architec 
ture and isa hundred times grander than the oid 
ene, The front entrance is especially noticeable. 
It is built of solid granite, with the 
arches and columns of rugged 
granite biocks and beautifully polished pieees of 
thatstone, This grand entrance is simply incom- 
parable.

THE GRAND ARCADE. 

There is nothing in the United States to compare 
with the grand arcade, which, sixty feet by one 
hundred feet in size, extends, without a break, to 
the height of seven stories and is covered in by a 
glass skylight. This light with others over the side 
corridors gives to the arcade an appearance 
very much like that of a delightful garden. 
W hile there is shade, one does not feel that he is 
nuder cover, and delightful breezes sweep througa 
the magniiicent place and render it enjoyable toa 
degree that is simply beyend the imagination, The 
arrangement of the seats adds to this effect. The 
arcade is finished in white oak, polished to the 
higiest degree.

‘he counter is forty feet long, and behind it is the 
billiard room, o0x90 feet in size, and con- 
taining fourteen new and ¢clegant tables. Between 
the grand arcade and the billiard room are arches, 
and one can look from the front door of the hotel 
to the back of the billiard room, 

OVER A HUNDRED AND FIFTY FEET, 

Upon the right on entering the arcade is the 
main stairway, wide and imposing, with marble 
steps. Adjoining it is the principal elevator,which 
is unquestionably tke most elaborate and 
elegantly finished in this country, 
and can Carry twenty-five persons 
at onetime. It runsup the sideof the grand 
arcade to the top or seventh story. Instead of the 
usual ‘‘hole’’ it issimply surrounded by elegantly 
polished brass pet work of anew and unique 
pattern. The effect is happy. This elevator is 
entered from the main office and also from the 
corridor leading from the ladies’ entrance oa De- 
catur street, Immediately at the right of the bil- 
liard room is hall ten feet wide, 
with a giass roof, from which 
the cloak 100m is entered, Ad- 
joining this is the bar 25x90 with an elegant sky- 
light cover of stained glass. The bar is most 
elaborately finished and fitted up. Immediately 
at ihe end of the passage is the gentlemen’s wash- 
room and closets, the fittings and appliances of 
which are beyond apy question better than those 
of any other hotel in the United States. At the 
left of the main entrance is 

AN OLD-FASHIONED BRICK FIREPLACE 

of immense size with mantel and of sufficient size 
to burn ordinary cord-wood, andin winter this 
fireplace will present a novel spectacle. Over the 
mantel is a polished marble tablet; on it are carved 
letters recording the story of the erection and de- 
struction of the old hotel with the construction 
ofthe new hoteland the names ofthe principal 
contrectors, Upon the left of the arcade is a sec- 
ond elevator which runs from the fire-proof bag- 
gage room on the basement floor to the top of the 
building. The baggage is taken bya hydraulic 
elevator at the sidewaik, dropped into the base- 
ment, putin the baggage elevator and carried to 
any floor desired. Uponthe left of the billiard 
rocmisa second passage or hallway, opposite 
which is the gentleman’s reading room. This 
room is elegantly fitted upand has a handsome 
stained glass skylight. Nexttothisisthe barber 
shop, most elaborately fitted up, and adjoining 
are the public baths. Attheend of this hall is 
the private office ofthe proprietors. This entire 
floor is elegantly finished in polished white oak, 
and all the floors are elegantly tiled. 

On the second floor are the public parlors, din- 
ing room, arcade, private parlorsand many very 
handsome suites. The ladies’ parlor fronts Pryor 


It 
is fitted up in the most exquisite manner, the dec- 
erations being entirely newand of the mosaic 
style, and exceedingly effective. Onuthe opposite 
side are the gentlemens’ parlors 
ard private parlors. All these 
elegant apartments are designed fora suite aud 
on oecasion open into one grand room a hundred 
and sixty five feet long. It is admitted by all that 
this makes the grandest suite of parlors in the 
United States. In addition to these parlors, the 
bridal chamber is on this floor, and there are also 
several elegantly fitted up private parlors, At the 
end of the north hall, fronting on 
Decatur street, is the Ladies’ ordi- 
nary, a most elegantly fitted room of 
S4x06, The dining room is immediately over 
the billiard room and is 50x90 and 22 feet to the 
ceiling. The decorations are Similar to those in 
the ladies” parlor, being entirely original and new. 
At the end of the south hall, fronting Wall street,

In the 
rear Of the building and upon either side .of the 
center or dining room wing are two fire proof 
towers extending 25 feet above the roof, in which 
are located the water tanks, one for the elevator 
service, and one for the house 
service. The laundry, an important attachment 
to any hotel, is located on the top of the center 
wingand forms the ninth story above the base 
ment. This is fitted up with all modern 
appliances which are specially described further 
on. In the basement are located the store rooms, 
servants’ kitchen and dining rooms, the wine 
room, the engine recom, the ilers, storage for 
coal, etc. One of the most important things, next 
to the hotel itself, is the filter, —— of filtering. 
ju the most perfect manner one hundred gallons 
r minute, epabling the hotel to use for all 
fasins, bath rooms, closets, etc.,

To respond to the newsouth a brief resume of 
the old south may be necessary to illustrate our 
pcint. Prierto the war, when the institution of 
slavery was in existence, and a majority of the 
wealth, energy and intelligence ofthe business 
meu of the south was directed to raising cotton, 
the great ambition of these men was to raise cot- 
tou, to buy more negroes, to buy the adjoining 
iexd, to make more cotton. The planters sustain- 
ed a relation to theirslaves somewhat similar to 
the eastern patriarch, to their followers, or to 
baronial lords inthe feudal days of England. 
Each landowner wasa kind of brigadier within 
bimself, He asked butiew favors, he cared but 
litule for charters, corporations or the assistance 
of the outside world.’ He had his preacher and 
his physician, and paid them liberally. He re- 
spccteo his merchant from whom he borrowed 
money. and was not particular about the rate of 
interest. He employed his overseer, and controli- 
ed him ebsolutely. He was monarch of all he 
surveyed. He gave directions and had them 
obeyed. He wasself-reliant, took care of himself, 
and the outgrowth of that institution was a class 
of men pre eminently self-reliant who looked to 
themselves and spared no iudiyidual effort to ac- 
complish whatever end their ambition prompted. 

Atthe election of Mr. Linci”™ as — of 
the United States, under whatjth. " believed a sec- 
tiona] platform, these men believ.* their rights 
would be invaded and their titles to their proper- 
ty destreyed, with a self denial and patriotism un- 
parrelied in the history of nations they ralied to 
the defense of whatthey believed their rights and 
neriled their lives, theirlimbs, their fortunes upon 
the suecess ofthe confederate cause. Men unac: 
customed to obey volunteered to follow their dis- 
tinguished leaders through cold and heat, through 
dust and mud, over mmanya hard fought battle- 
field, losing many of them their lives, many their 
limbs, and nearly every one heir fortunes, 
and—- especially their right to 
theivslaves. Finally having appealed to thesword, 
they yielded to numbers and lost their Cause. But 
when tbey surrendered, they surrendered in good 
faith without mental reservation. and the same 
heroic spirit and the same honesty of purpose that 
prompted these men to stake theirail prompted 
them when they gave up the fight to transfer their 
allegiance to the stars and stripes and to the integ- 
rity oi theunion, And many uow believe that in 
ceiving up their slaves for their places back in the 
ubion was an advartagous exchange. The north, 
however, looked on the fealty of these confederate 
men with suspicion. They foistered on them a 
large bulk of ignorant sutfrage. They adopted 
bersh measures of reconstruction. By military 
foree they compelled the south toaccept these 
barsh conditions, and the protest agaiust these 
messures Of the immortal Hill, whose sentiments 
end janguage will pever he forgotten as — as the 
Evglish languege is spoken, was pronounced at the 
bush arbor within two hundrod feet of where we 
new stand. ButI will not dwell upon this part of 
our history. These men of the south and of Geor- 
gin who bad lostso much by their adheregce to 
principle, returned to their homesfimpoverished, 
“iibent money, without stock, without exedit, 
with pothing it seemed but this genial climate and 
the evatrantee of besith and their natural love of 
tome and if essociations.

INDIANA HIGHWAYMEN. 


A TRAIN ROBB&ED BY MASKED 
HCRSEMEN. 


The Halt Ordered ina Lonely Part of the Mountains, 
Wherethe Express Messenger ic Shot Dead 
While Standing at His Post—Other Ac- 
counts of the Borrible Affair. 


CuHicaco, April 30.—The Louisville express, on 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago railroad, 
due here at§ o’clock this morning, was stopped 
near Harrodsburg, Ind., shortly before midnight, 
by & band of masked robbers. The latter were on 


horseback, and compelled the engineer 
and fireman to leave their engine, En- 
tering the express car, the American ex- 


Press messenger was covered with re- 
volvers, and refusing to unlock the safe, was 
shot dead. Therafe was broken open, but was 
found to contain but four hundred dollars. The 
scene of the robbery is among the hills and stone 
quarries, and is thinly settled. 


THE STORY OF THE PASSENGERS. 

The Louisville express arrived about three hours 
late, and the sengers and train men 
give an entirely different account of the robbery 
near Harrodsburg, from the one first telegraphed. 
It eppears that there was no Organized band of 
highwaymen. Shortly beforethe train reached 
Bloomington, a man having the appearance ofa 
tralnp, entered the express ear from the smoking 
car, armed with a heavy hickory, 
In the express car were George K. Davis, express 
messenger, and Peter Webber, baggageman. He 
struck Webber on the head, felling him. Davis 
then ran for his revolver, but before he could 
reach it, the man hithimalso, and then taking 
away the revolver shot him in the head. He 
then made the baggage mau opeu the safe aad 
iak@ outthe money. Thetrampthen pulled the 
beli cord and stopped the train. He first fired at 
Webber, the bullet striking him in the forehead. 
Webber succeeded in reaching tbe smoker aud 
gave the aiarm, but the soliiary train-robber had 
disappeared in the darkness. An alarm was not 
given until the train had reached Bloomington, 
when the search was begun. The amount stolen 
is not known, but exceeds $1,260. Davis and Web- 
ber are both alive, but the former cannot recover.

Davis, who was breathing, was carried into the 
smoker. He had been shot in the upper parto! 
the head. Webber, the baggage master, aiter 
wards said that both doors of the car were 
opened at Harrodsburg, and be aud Davis were 
asleep. Justaiter thetrain got in motion, Web- 
ber was awakened by a violent blow on t: e head. 
Steggering to his feet, he saw a tall, muscular 
man stru;glipg with Davis.

PEACE IN PANAMA. 


How the Americans Oonducted the Ne- 
g otiations. 

WaSHIXGTON, April 30.—Secretary Whitney sent 
a following telegram to Admiral Jonett yester- 

y: 

I approve your steadfast maintenance of this 
government's position on the isthmus. Tbe 
treaty guarantees the protection of transit equally 
by this government and by Colombia, The

Have a sufficient force 
at Panama fready in case of need.

THE CONFEDERATE BOND GHOST. 

Another confederete mare’s nest bas been 
discnvered. The discovery is made by some 
one in the neighborhood of South Carolina, 
but there are just as many eggs in it as if it 
bed been discovered by some gifted person at 
ibe rorth. The New York Tribune pounces 
on the story, and declares thatit isof some 
interest now, “in view of the return of former 
rebels in large number to the places which 
they deserted in order to help the rebellion.” 
We judge from this that the story adds in 
some vague way to the well known and freely 
advertised Peril of the Natiop, which the 
Tribune keeps in stock for campaign pur- 
pores, 

The discovery pretends to account for the 
active demand for confederate bonds, which 
sprung up mysteriously some months ago 
and attracted the attention of the curious. 
This demand, it willbe remembered, was 
most active in England, The story now goes 
that it bas long been known that a consider- 
able sum of money, raised for the uses of the 
confederate government abroad—in plain 
English, to purchase recognition—was undis- 
bursed at the close of the war. This fund, 
we are told, was deposited inthe Bank of 
Englend, but not in the names of confederate 
oflicia’s assuch. Thestory goes that a con- 
sultation was held in’ regard to the disposi- 
tion of this fund. At this consultation it 
was decided that the money thus deposited, 
rightfully belonged to the creditors who had 
taken the bonds of the confederate govern- 
ment. Itis said that atthe suggestion of 
Mr. Benjamin, holders of confederate bonds 
were advised by adyertisement to make 
known their addresses. Thereupon the mys- 
terious persons, in whose names the recent 
service fund wes held, opened negotiations 
fur the surrender of the bondson payment 
of one or more of the coupons due. In some 
insiances (xe are quoting from the story, it 
must be remembered,) the bonds were sur- 
rendered upon payment ofa single coupon. 
In cther cases seyeral coupons were paid, 
until, finally, the whole of the fund was dis- 
bursed to the creditors of the confederate 
government. 

It will not be a dificult matterfor the 
readers of Tne CONSTITUTION to recognize a 
familiar acquaintance in thisstory. Some 
enterprising person has shorn it of its hoary 
beard and dressed it in a new suit of summer 
goods, but, practically, it is the same old 
story that has been making its appearance in 
gome shape or otherever sincethe war. It 
bes never been so arranged thai it would hold 
water, however. There has always been some 
(iaw in the narrative. Mr. Benjamin isdead, 
but long before he died hestated, in response 
to inquiries, that he knew of no confederate 
fund, secret or otherwise, on deposit in the 
bank of England. 

But this is not all, Jt is well known, {hat 
the recent active demand for ednfederate 
bounds on the pari of gyllYole persons in 
England was duc to ite operations of a set of 
sherpers who Jycuced a great many beef- 
heaced Enwishmen to believe that the United 
Stats vovernment would, in time, redeem

doubt as to the existence of the hope on the 
part of the English purchasers that the 
Usited States wou'd some day redeem these 
bonds The New York Tribune, which is one 

{ihe most amusing of the organs, though it 
does not aflect humor, thinks that this belief 
is shared by the southern people. ‘There is 
not a prominent confederate,’ says the Tris 
bune, ‘‘who has not persuaded himself that 
these bonds must, some day, be paid by the 
United States government.’ The Tribune, of 
course, does not believe whatitsays. It is 
simply feeling around inthe dark for a 
chunk to throw at the south, and it flings the 
first it lays its hands on.

THE DAY’S DOINGS IN THE CEN- 
TRAL CITY. 


The Board of Trade Hold a Meeting and Discuss the 
Bast Tennessee Railroad Situation—A Citizen’s - 
Meeting Called—A Marriid Man anda 
Yourg Lady—General Mention. 


Macon, Ga., April 30.—[8pecial.j—This morning 
at half-past eleven o’clock, acalled meeting of the 
board of trade was held at the office of Major W. 
H. Ress, on Third street, to discuss the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia situation. Among 
the business men present were I. B, English, W. 
R. Cox, H. T. Johnson, 8. T, Coleman, W. H. Bur- 
den, 8. Waxelbaum, S. Gibean, W. H, Bone, A. B. 
Small, W. H. Ross, W. R. Rogers, R. M. Rogers, 
C, B. Willingham, A. Jessup, , # 
W. Connor, J. Cc. Van S8Syckel, M. 
Nussbaum, H. D, Adams. In these gentlemen the 
business of Macon was well represented. 

Major W. H. Ross, president of the board of 
trade, called the meeting to order and stated what 
object was had in view. Mr. J. W. Harris was ap- 
pointed secretary. 

Mr.W. R. Rogers stated that he had joined in the 
cail for the meeting, and that the object in view 
interested him greatly. He thought, however, that, 
as the number of business men present wassmall, it 
wou!d be well to wait until there could be a fuller 
meeting of the board. The matter was an im- 
portant one, and action certainly ought to be 
taken to protect the interests of Macon merchants. 
Already, from Macon to Jesup, the merchants of 
this city felt the evil effects of the present dis- 
turbed condition of the road. 

Mr. H.T. Johneon suggested that it would not 
be improper to hear any resolution that might 
have been prepared, and that the board could 
take what action it pleased after hearing such re- 
solution. 

By request, Mr. T. W. Cannon then read the 
following resolution; 

Whereas, certain parties representing an insig- 
nificant faction of the creditorscf the Kast Ten- 
nessee, Mag ng and Georgia railroad, are en- 
deavoring by the aid of the state courts to take 
that partof said road which lies in the state ol 
Georgia ovt of the hands of the manager ap- 
pointed by the owners of the road with the sanc- 
tion of the United States court, and put 
the same in the hands of a local re- 
ceiyer, and have gained a tem porary 
success; we, the chamber of commerce of 
Macon, Ga., anxious to avert any action which 
will taxe this magnificent euterprise, so costly to 
its stockholders and of such inestimable value to 
the people alovg the four hundred miles of its 
track which traverse this state, from its owners 
and their manager, thereby crippling them and 
necessitating the suspension of a large number of 
its So gt nes forcing the discontinuance of much 
needed improvements just inaugurated at an es- 
timated cost of a quarter of a million dollars, and 
endangering the regular running of the trains, 
thereby depriving one fourth of the people of this 
state of the profitable use of their investments 
along the line of the road. 

Resolved ist, That such a result, however attain: 
ed, will be an indefensible outrage and a pubiic 
catastrophe. 

Resolved 2d, That it isso clear that the ’creditors 
oftheroad will further their own interests by 
leaving the management of its affairs in the hands 
of Receiver Fink, that we are compelled to sus- 
pect thatsome unworthy motive underlies the 
effort of the said faction to have a local receiver 
appointed, and we unreservedly condemn the 
whole scheme, 

Resolyed 3d, That we heartily indorse the de- 
mand of the citizens of this state that this great 
question shall be promptly decided, and decided, 
tco, in the spirit of securing the greatest good for 
the largest number of the people. 

Resojved 4th, That the mere suspicion that the 
before mentioned faction may finally succeed in 
their questionable scheme brings the laws into dis- 
repute and impeaches the justice of their admia- 
istration. 

Resolved 5th, That the citizens living along the 
line of the road, from Chattanooga to Brunswick, 
ifthey be in sympathy with. these resolutions, 
should promptly hold public meetings and express 
their condemnation of this whole wrong. 

Resolved, 6th. That the newspapers of Macon, 
and ef the state of Georgia generally, be requested 
to publish these proceedings. : 

Resoived, 7th.. That while we have the fullest 
confidence in the judiciary of our state, we feel 
that the interests of all concerned conld and 
would be fully and more perfectly served under 
one administration throughout the entire’ ‘length 
of the road. 

Mr. W. R. Rogers ’movyed the adoption of the 


resolutions. Mr, M. Nussbaum seconded the mo- 
tion. 
Mr. W. R. Cox said that while he was in 


favor of Mr. Fink, he thought Macon merchants 
had nothing todo with the matter. The adop- 
tion of the resolutions might be considered an at- 
tempt to interfere with the §courts. He opposed 
the resolutions. 

Mr. M. Nussbaum took the position that the 
matter was one in which every business man in 
Macon was interested. He thought the resolutions 
ought to be adopted. 

' Mr, I. B. English favored the resolutions, 

Mr. W:- R,. Rogers said that he considered the at- 
tempt to haye Judge Dorsey appointed receiver @ 
scheme upon the part of certain lawyers todirect 
the management ofanimportant enterprise. They 
represented buta small part of the money inves- 
ted in the road and their rights were insiguificant 
when compared with those of others. He hoped 
that there would be no conflict between the 
courte, but he also hoped that Judge Hammond 
would hear the caseat once and decide it onits 
merits. He had no intention of reflecting on the 
state judiciary. 

Mr. T. W. Connor moved that the resolutions 
be submitted to 4 committee to 
consist of Messrs. M. Nussbaum, W. R. Rogers, 
and W. R. Cox, to be arranged and then submitted 
to the board. 

Mr. H. T. Johnson wanted toknow if any body 
present could prove that there was a scheme such 
as that suggested by the resolutions. 

Major W. H. Ross asked Mr.S,T. Coleman to 
take the chair, andthen addressed the board. 
He thought Mr, W. R. Cox was right. Macon mer- 
chants had noright to dictate to the courts. 
It might properly be said that the merchants de- 
preciated what had been done, but. it was going 
too far to adopt such resolutions. He objected 
both to their temper and their phraseology. He 
urged the board to act conservatively. 

Mr. W. R. Rogers reviewed the discussion, and 
insisted on the adoption of the resolutions. 

Major W. H. Ross expressed himself in favor ol 
state rights, but also believed in a strong national 
government. The federal government, he thought, 
could care for itself in this matter, and the board 
ought to be very careful how it acted. 

Mr. A. B. Small fayored Mr, Fink and urged the 
acoption of the resolutions. 

Mr. I. B. English made a fine speech in favor of 
the resolutions, referring to the bad effect of the 
Toac’s present condition on capital. He said that 
public opinion ought to control in this matter. 
He cid not depreciate Judge Hammond, but there 
was & faction which, ifleftin charge of the road, 
would ruin it. 

Mr. Hi. T. Jobnson suggested that the proceed- 
ings of the meetings at Atlanta, Rome and Bruns- 
wick be read.
